“It was a pleasure working for the city.” 
he satd. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner said city 
staff has fielded a number of emotional 
calls from families seeking to have matters 
addressed in the cemetery so they can have 
some closure.

At first, Camp employees 


thought the juvenile Bald 
Eagle and an adult Bald 
Eagle were fighting, and the 
younger bird collided with a 
the power line after being 
injured and falling from the 
sky. 

“That’s just speculation 
on our part,’ Gardiner said. 

Gardiner said some Bald 
Eagles call Camp Grayling 


home in an area known as 
Bear’s Point on Lake 
Margrethe. 


“We do have some perma- 
nent residents here on the 
lake,” Gardiner said. 

Camp Grayling contacted 
the Association to Rescue 
Kritters (ARK) based in St. 
Helen to retrieve and hope- 
fully save the Bald Eagte. 

Ruth Fruchauf, director 
ARK, responded to the 
camp with an animal carrier, 
medication and equipment. 
She said it was merely a 
point of picking up the Bald 
Eagle, which had been 
infested with maggots, at 
that time. That indicated 
that the bird had been on the 


hill, where a bloodstain and 
loose feathers were located, 
for some time. 

- “Tt was in terrible shape,” 
she said. 

Fruchauf took the Bald 
Eagle to the Roscommon 
Velerinary Clinic, which is 
owned and operated by Dr. 
Paul Mesack of Grayling. 
Dr. Troy Fairbanks exam- 
ined the bird. He and 
I'ruchauf decided the bird 
should be — cuthanized 
because it could not be 
“yealistically rehabilitated.” 

“Tl think he would have 
died on his own, but I did 
not want him to suffer ‘any 
more than he had,” 
said. 

Fruchauf does not believe 
the Bald Eagle was electro- 
cuted. She said the power 
outage likely occurred dur- 
ing the heavy rainstorms, 
which occurred on Friday, 
June LI. 


Fruchauf said the Bald

black, indicating that a lot of 
blood was lost because of 
the injuries. 

As a precaution, the bird 
was x-rayed at the 
Roscommon Veterinary 
Clinic to determine if any 
objects were in the body of 
the Bald Eagle. The x-ray 
revealed that. nothing 
impacted the bird. 

Fruehauf said the Bald 
Eagle was sent to the 
Department of Natural 
Resources and Environment 
to be necropsied - an autop- 
sy performed on animals. 

“It's in the hands of the 
DNR right now,” she said. 

The Bald Eagle was cho- 
sen on June 20, 1782 as the 
cmblem of the United States 
of American, because of its 
long life, great strength and 
majestic looks. The 
Continental Congress 
adopted the current design 
for the Great Seal of the 
United States including a 
Bald Eagle grasping 13 
arrows and a 13-leaf olive 
branch with tts talons,

Alma Wheeler Smith was in the 
race for quite a while, but on the 
final day for filing petitions she 
revealed she, too, was withdraw- 
ing because, she said, Democrats 
had another candidate to her [ik- 
ing, and she did not want to be 
decisive..Ms. Smith also may find 
a spot as licutehant governor can- 
didate on the state of one candidate 
or another. 

WHY THEN a gender gap in 
Michigan, while female candidates 
around the country seem to be 
doing very well? 

The answer probably is that 
Michigan already is there 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm has 
been Michigan governor for eight 
years, and the first of her gender as 
governor, 

Michigan also has a woman in 
the United States senate, Debbie 
Stabenow, now in her second six- 
year term after election to the US 
House and a long career in the 
state legislature and county gov- 
ernment. She also ran for governor 
once against Republican Gov. 
John Engter, but Jost the primary, 
ended up on the ticket as lieutenant 


too, before going to Congress. 

Both Ms. Granholm and Ms. 
Stabenow are Democrats. 

Two of Michigan's current 15 
members of congress arc women, 
Republican Candice Miller and 
Democrat Carolyn Cheeks 
Kilpatrick, and several Michigan 
women, in addition to Ms. 
Stabenow, have been elected to the 
US House down through the years. 

The elected Michigan Supreme 
Court is currently dominated 4-3 
by female jurists. 

Perhaps gubernatorial dropouts 
Terri Lynn Land and Alma 
Wheeler Smith both decided it 
would be too difficult to sell voters 
on the idea of following in Gov. 
Granholn’s ee oe

MICHIGAN TAKES a back seat 
to no other state in female partici- 
pation in government, which does 
not completely represent the gen- 
der division in the larger general 
population, but is closer than in 
many other states, 

Although Michigan will not 
choose a second female governor 
this year, there likely will be plen- 
ty of women on the statewide tick- 


Both male candidates for gover- 
nor could well select a female run- 
ning mate for licutenant governor, 
such as Sheriff Bouchard already 
has done. 

The secretary of state slot being 
vacated by Ms. Land is another 
likely landing spot for a woman 
candidate, There’s just- something 
about a job with “secretary” in the 
title that tends to set it apart as a 
woman’s job. That’s unjustified 
and unfair, but it’s true. 

Female candidates likely will 
appear as well on the November 
ballot for the state supreme court 
and several of the eight positions 
to be filled on various state educa- 
tion boards. 

In addition, literally hundreds of 
women will be before voters this 
year in congressional, legislative 
and local elections. 

It may turn out to be the year of 
the woman in Michigan, too, once 
all the ballots are counted, but just 
not for governot.

Two miles, of course, 1s 
Just the tiniest sliver of the 
North Country — Trail. 
Created in 1980, the trail 
stretches for more than 
4,500 miles, from Upstate 
New York to North Dakota, 
making it the longest trail in 
the National Park Service 
system, It crosses into 


Hillsdale County from 
Ohio. and winds through 
some of Michigan's most 
scenic territory all the way 
to the Wisconsin border 
near lronwood, 

I and other lawmakers in 
the North Country Trail 
states have worked hard to 
support the trail and to pro- 
tect = wilderness areas 
through which it passes. 1 
continue to seek “unit sta- 
tus” for the trail, a technical 


designation that would 
mean greater access to 


National Park Service fund- 
ing and programs. 

This year, I was joined by 
seven Senate colleagues in 
asking the Senate 
Appropriations Committee 
to boost funding for the 
trail. Last year, we enacted 
legislation that [ introduced 


to ease the acquisition of 


land for the trail from will- 
ing sellers. 

The North Country Trail 
may be our state’s longest, 
but many paths, short and 
long, cross our state, high- 
lighting our scenic beauty, 
history and culture. 

On the same weekend as 
my North Country Trail
